Regarding Claim 46: 

Line 2, replace the word "regulate" with -affect-. 
Regarding Claim 51: 

Line 4, after the word base add -having a first and a second edge — 

Line 4, replace "one" with -said first — 

Line 5, replace "opposite" with -said second - 

Line 6, delete "the outer edge of. 

Regarding Claim 52, 

Line 3, after the word base add -having a first and a second edge — 
Line 3, replace "one" with -said first- 
Line 4, replace "opposite" with -said second - 
Line 5, delete "the outer edge of. 



Regarding Claim 55: 

Line 2, insert -having a- after "and". 
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Regarding Claim 57: 

Line 3, insert -having a- after "and". 

In the specification: 

Pg1, delete in its entirety the section "RELATED APPLICATIONS" 
Pg 5, line 20, replace "fromed" with -from-. 
Pg 6, line 8, replace "15" with -9-. 
Pg 6, line 13, replace "16" with -9-. 

In the Drawings: 

The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and 
agreed upon by applicant: In Figures 3 and 3A replace "15" with -9-. In order to avoid 
abandonment of the application, applicant must make these above agreed upon 
drawing changes. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding independent claims 1, 42, and 52, the prior art does not teach or show 
a light distribution system wherein a recess is formed adjacent the base of at least one 
of the lens panels. 
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Regarding Claim 51 , the prior art does not teach or show a light distribution 
system wherein a light cartridge connects said bases and serves to deliver light through 
said lens panels.
